BY EARTHQUAKE 


Twenty-One Towns Practically De­ 
stroyed in Sicily and 
Southern Italy 


MESSINA IS THEWORST SUFFERER 


Twelve Thousand or More People 
Lost Their Lives in That 
City Alone 


Speciat to T h e D i s t a t c h . 


R o m e , Italy, Dec. 29.—The latest estimate places the 
loss of life in the recent earthquake in Sicily and three 
provinces in southern Italy atfrom60,000to75,000. Twen­ 
ty-one towns are known to have been practically des­ 
troyed, though reports of the number of dead in many 
of these towns are still vague. Messina, the capital of 
the province of the same name in Sicily, is the worst 
sufferer. The lowest estimates place the causalties there 
at 12,000. 
Fire followed the earthquake and the town 
was practically destroyed. Reggio, a town, eight miles 
from Messina is ako in ruins and the loss of life there 
is probably as great there as at Messina.

DETAILS ARE LACKING 


But Three Provinces Are Known 


to Have Suffered. 


LOSS OF LIFE IS VERY HEAVY 


And Thousands of People Are 


Seriously Injured. 


Rome, Dec. 29.—The three provinces 
of Cosenza, Catanzaro and Reggio di 
Calabria, comprising the department 
of Calabria, which forms the south­ 
western extrem ity of Italy or “the toe 
of the boot.” were devastated by an 
earthquake, the farreaching effects of 
which were felt almost throughout the 
entire country. 
The town of Messina, 


In Sicily, was partially destroyed and 
Catania was inundated. 
In Messina 
hundreds of houses have fallen and 
many persons have been killed. Owing, 
however, to the fact that telegraphic 
and telephonic communications were 
alm ost com pletely destroyed, it is im ­ 
possible to obtain even an approxi­ 
mate Idea of the vast damage done. 
The fate of the entire region within 
th e zone of the earthquake is un­ 
known, but reports received here iii 
dicate that the havoc has been grea( 
and the destruction to life and prop 
erty more terrible than Italy has ex­ 
perienced In many years. 
The uncer­ 
tainty of the situation for many thou­ 
sands has filled all Italians with the 
deepest distress, for they still have 
fear that the day may come when that 
part of the country, which seem s to 
have been most blessed by nature, 
w ill be destroyed by tho blind forces 
of that sam e nature which nearly 


'inetemi centuries ago overwhelm 
Pompeii anti Herculaneum. 
All reports show that the presem 
catastrophe em braces a larger a r e ’ 
than 
the earthquake in 
1S05. 
The 
tidal wave which followed the earth 
shocks on the eastern coast of Sicily 
sunk vessels and inundated the lower 
part of Catania. 
It is known that a 
number of people were killed at that 
place, but the rushing waters carried 
everything before them and caused 
such an Indescribable confusion that 
it will be Impossible for some tim e to 
estim ate the damage and the lives 
lost. 


Province Completely Isolated. 


For a period the town of M essina 
and the whole province of Reggio were 
com pletely isolated through interrup­ 
tions to the telegraph and telephone 
and 
landslides 
that 
obstructed the 
railways. 
Absolutely 
nothing 
has 
been heard from Reggio, while the 
first news from M essina came in the 
form of a dispatch which a torpedo 
boat, flying at full speed along the 
coast of the peninsula, carried from 
point to point, always finding the 
wires down, until It reached Nicotera. 
where the telegraph lines were found 
to be Intact. 
From this point the dis­ 
patch was sent. 
It briefly stated that 
the situation was desperate and after 
summarizing the im mensity of the 
catastrophe ended with the announce­ 
ment that Captain Passino, commander 
of the local station of torpedo boats, 
was burled under the debris after 
having with other officials perfomed 
heroic work in trying to save others. 
The Italian government proceeded 
energetically 
to 
relieve 
the 
wide­ 
spread distress, concentrating at the 
points of greatest need troops and 
engineers. 
Members 
of 
the 
Red 
Cross wTere sent to various places and 
j 
camps with 
provisions were imme 
diately prepared, all available railway | 
lines and warships being used for 
their transport. 
The city of M essina has suffered 
probably more than any other place, 
the latest information coming indi 
rectly from that quarter stating that 
two-thirds of the town was destroyed 
and several thousand persons killed. 
The steam ers W ashington and Monte­ 
bello, which were in that harbor, later 
proceeded to Catania, loaded with in­ 
jured who were so stupefied by terror 
that they seem ed unable to realize 
what had 
happened, simply 
saying 
that it looked as though the end of 
the world had come. 
Five steam ers 
Jeft Catania for Messina to assist in 
removing the in lured from that place, 
who are reported to number thou­ 
sands. 
At Catania the panic-stricken peo­ 
ple, fearing new shocks, absolutely re- 
! fuse to re-enter their houses and are 
camped on the squares, which are free 
from 
water, 
and 
the 
surrounding 
c o u n try . 
The tidal wave sunk 500 
boats there and did treat damage to 


several large vessels and steam ers, 
including the Austrian steam er Buda. 
Not only did Catania suffer from 
the effects of a tidal wave, but a sim ­ 
ilar 
body 
of 
water inundated 
the 
handsome streets st M essina, which 


rendered more difficult the succoring 
of the wounded, many of whom could 
be seen lying under the wreckage. It 
is reported! that the villages of Faro 
and Ganzlrri, adjoining Messina, have 
disappeared. 
The effects of the earth­ 
quakes 
were 
aggravated 
by 
fire 
through 
an 
explosion 
of 
gas, 
the 
flames of which swept along several 
of the streets, adding terror upon ter­ 
ror. 
In Calabria the region around Monte 
Leone was most affected. 
The vil­ 
lage of Stefanaconi, the inhabitants 
of which number 2,300, was practical­ 
ly destroyed. 
Only five persons were 
killed, but many were injured. 
Mon­ 
sig n o r Morabito, the bishop of Mi- 
leto, who distinguished him self in the 
earthquake of 1905, did valiant work 
again. 
He rushed into places where 
the ruin was greatest, and brought 
aid and encouragement to all. 
Although a terrific rain storm pre­ 
vailed, thousands of people abandoned 
their homes and filled the air with 
lam entations and prayers. 
In some 
places, such as Prizzo, Cotrone. Santa 
Severna and IMscopio, the people had 
the courage to enter the churches al­ 
most 
while they were falling and 
carry 
out 
the 
saints. 
They 
bore 
these in procession through the open 
country, invoking the mercy of God. 
In the mountainous 
regions inland 
the population ha3 taken refuge in 
grottoes and caves, where p e a s a n t s 
and priests, soldiers and persons of 
genteel birth are living in common. 
Their bed is the ground, and fires burn 
to keep off wild 
animals, 
in Alb! 
alone. 2,OOO people are homeless. 
E xtraordinary scenes are reported 
at 
Catania. 
F o rew in g 
a 
violent 
earth shock the sea rose in a tre m e n ­ 
dous 
wave. 
which 
wrecked 
many 
smacks. 
It 
then 
suddenly 
retired 
from rho shore and returned as quick­ 
ly, causing further tr e a t damage aud 
wreckage.

A TURNER MASTERPIECE. 


Origin i f th* Painter** Famous "Rain, 
•team and •peed.** 
Of all pictures by the great English 
color poet, Turner, none Is more popu­ 
lar than th at which now graces the 
london National gallery under the 
nam e of "Rain, Steam and Speed," 
w hich was first exhibited In 1844. 
It 
Is Impossible to reproduce this ade­ 
quately. 
Concerning the origin of thin picture 
Ruskin furnishes an interesting tale. 
T he story was told to bim b y f friend, 
Lady Simon. 
It seems that she was 
traveling one night In the early days 
of the G reat W estern railway from 
E xeter to London. "W hen I had taken 
off my coat and smoothed ray ruffled 
plum es and generally settled myself," 
she tells, "I looked up to see the most 
wonderful eyes I ever saw, steadily, 
luminously, clairvoyantly, kindly, pa­ 
ternally looking a t me. 
*The hat was 
over the forehead, the mouth and chin 
burled in the brown velvet coat collar 
of the brown greatcoat. Well, we went 
on, and the storm w ent on more and 
more until we reached Bristol, where 
we waited ten minutes. 
My old gen­ 
tlem an rubbed the side window with 
his coat cuff. In vain.

Flushing, N. Y., Dec. 29.—The de­ 
fense scored two m aterial points in 
the evidence developed In the trial of 
Thornton J. Mains, which the defen­ 
d an t’s counsel assert disproves the 
charge that the author was a princi­ 
pal with his brother.
